Racial prejudice is the cause of 
controversy surrounding Hartnell 
student government, charged MEChA 
spokesperson Pilar Ugale and other 
Mexican-American students at the 
Jan. 20 meeting of the Hartnell Board 
of Trustees. 

At that meeting, five non-Hispanic 
students attacked the current student 
government’s meeting procedures 
and lack of a budget. 

Five Mexican-Americans, including 
the focus of the controversy, student 
body president Debora Ledesma, 
defended themselves against the 
charges. 

Trustees praised the democratic 
process exhibited. by students but 
showed concern’ for the student 
senate’s lack of budget and rules of 
procedure. They said they would not 
intervene in the minority versus 
majority battle. 

Five student officers from 
neighbofing colleges, including the 
area student government president,

Joe Angulo, also expressed concern’ 


and offered assistance to the 
troubled Associated Students of 
Hartnell College Senate. 

One, Martie Guillford, offered the 
senate copies of Cabrillo College’s 
constitution and budget. 

Another, Glenn johnson, a Black 
and student body president of 
DeAnza College, warned Hartnell 
officers that student governments 
must represent all, not just exercise 
power or “abuse” power. “If you fall 
frdm power, you will never rise 
again.” 

“lve been accused of being a racist 
for criticizing the ASB (student 
senate),” said Walter Ryce, the first 
of 14 students addressing the 
trustees. 

-Ryce, president of the United Black 
Students club, said as a minority he 
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was hesitant to speak against the 
Chicano-dominated student 
government. : 

The cause of the problem, as Ryce 
sees it, is because Whites have 
historically abused power and the 
minorities. Minorities once in power, 
may adopt a similar attitude. “I take 
issue with that,” Ryce said, striking 
the podium, “two wrongs never make 
a right.” 

After scoffing at the phrase 
“educational.:.social ...and cultural 
opportunities,” stated in the 
preamble of the newly ratified 
constitution, he tore up the 
document he termed a “ponderous 
piece of paperwork.” 

“Throw it out {the constitution), 
start all over again...1 say get rid of 
the present ASB, and start new.” Ryce 
said the student government has “no 
sense of procedure.” 

The constitution had been ratified 
by the board of trustees Dec. 17. 
However, it was never implemented 
because ASHC advisor Jose Madrigal, 
Ledesma and others interpret the 
enabling measures provided therein 
to mean that officers and their duties 
remain unchanged until the spring 
elections. Ledesma is following the 
old constitution as far as roles of 


' officers are concerned. 


The enabling measures state that 
all legislation and officers will remain 
in office until a general election is 
held. It says that the old constitution 
is “null” and “void” as of Nov. 17. 

Moreover, the ratified constitution 
names ‘the vice-president as the 
chairperson for meetings and limits 
voting power to senators. The student 
government has only three senators. 

Two are white. ; 

Mark Tobias, student officer at 
Gavilan College, said the constitution 
is ‘‘a farce.” 

We all believe it is a joke,” he said, 
pointing to the other visiting officers. 

Senator Caroline Rowland, a 
Caucasian, said she, too, has been 
called a racist. “We (ASHC senate) 
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be turned in to Madrigal’s office. 

Petitions can be obtained from 
either Madrigal’s office or that of the 
Associated Students of Hartnell 
College, in the student lounge. 

To qualify for office, a student 
must have a grade point average of 
2.0 (‘C’), have attended Hartnell one 
semester before taking office and 
must maintain nine units of credit at 
the time of election and throughout 
the tenure of office — until the end 
of spring semester. 

Once deemed qualified, a 
candidate’s name will’ be placed on 
the ballot for the Feb. 10 special 
election. Madrigal, also ASHC 
advisor, will tally the votes.

aren’t representing the students 
here,” she charged. 

Rowland called 
government under: 
“dictatorship.” 

“As you are well aware,” Ledesma 
said after listening to four critics and 
four defenders, “in any position of 
leadership or any position of 
responsibility, there is going to be 
controversy and that any decision 
that is made is going to spark some 
disagreement. | am well aware that 
any decision the Associated Students 
of Hartnell College makes ... will 
have those that support us and those 
that are against us.” 

Ledesma then enumerated 12 
ASHC functions comprising what she 
called “the other side of the coin.” 

She said “positive 
accomplishments,” such as the 
ASHC-sponsored Halloween party or 
the loan of the student lounge to 
Japanese agriculture students, are 
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meetings of the Hartnell Board of 
trustees, but has no vote in board 
decisions. 

Empty for some seven months, the 
representative position is currently 
being, filled on a rotating basis by 
various student officers including 
ASHC President Debora Ledesma. 


The last election for board 
representative, Sept. 22-23, was 
invalidated when it was discovered 
winning candidate Richard Jufiar 
wasn’t qualified to have run for 
office. 


A new ASHC document concerning 
election procedures will prevent a 
recurrence of problems plaguing 
ASHC elections, according to 
Madrigal. 


At the. same meeting, student body 
president Debora Ledesma reads her

which she says proves. her 
administration is under attack by “a 
few that unnecessarily criticize.” 


not considered by “a few that 
unnecessarily criticize.” 

Rowland asked the board to 
impose a temporary moratorium on 
student government until May when 
spring elections are slated. 
Meanwhile, she said, a new volunteer 
group could form a new constitution, 
budget, procedures and by-laws. 

“\’d hate to see any interference 
from the board at this time, Trustee 
Gustavo De La Torre said. The board 
concurred but acknowledged its legal 
duty to ensure the senate has a 
constitution to guide it and a budget 
to regulate spending. 

Madrigal reported that, as of Jan. 
15, he placed strict limitations: on 
ASHC spending pending an approved 
budget. Also, he said he directed the 
senate to adopt rules of procedure by 
their next meeting on Jan. 27. 

Trustee Loyd W. Lowrey Jr. said the 
rules of procedure must be “fair and

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Editorial: ASHC mismanages students money 


ASHC is worth in excess of $110,000, most of 
which is in readily accessible savings. Student body 
income for the current school year is estimated at 
$10,000. This money belongs to all Hartnell 
students. 

After five months of governing and after 
spending over $3000, our senate still does not have 
a budget. A budget is a standard that regulates 
spending by priority and prevents all money being 
spent at once. 

Without a budget, priorities can’t be set nor can 
nonessential spending be regulated. 

The problems created by the lack of a budget 
have been demonstrated by the senate in the past 
week. 

First they passed a motion to donate $100 to the 
family of Armando Velasco. Velasco, 18, was shot 
and killed when allegedly stealing a case of beer. 
Velasco was not a student at Hartnell. 

Secondly, the senate voted to transfer $7000 of 
our money to tnter-club Council. The council is 
made up of representatives of campus clubs and is 
responsible for distributing any available money 
among the clubs. 

In response to these actions, ASHC advisor Jose 
Madrigal, backed by Hartnell Superintendent- 
President Dr. Gibb R. Madsen, put a-moratorium on 
any new ASHC spending. In our view, it’s about 
time.

This means recalling an elected officer if for 
some reason three percent of the student body or 
two-thirds of the senate is unhappy with that 
officer’s performance, according to the Hartnell 
studentjconstitution and advisor Jose Madrigal. 

Madrigal’s words, however, are not consistent 
with his past actions or the constitution.

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Is tension mounting? 


At the breaking point? 
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It could be caused by stress 
Here’s how to cope with it 


So you think you really screwed up 
your finals. . .Christmas is over and it 
was a big letdown. . .you’re having 
family problems. . .everything seems 
to be piling up on you from all 
directions. 

If stress is getting to you, don’t 
worry, you are in good company. At 
some time in their life, nearly 
everyone confronts problems which 
wind their emotions into a knot. 

According to Bob Spier, Hartnell 
counselor, ‘‘Without stress, you 
wouldn’t know that you were alive — 
life without stress would be like being 
dead. Life is stressful!” 

Stress is signaled by lower back 
pain, shoulder muscles. tightening, 
sweaty palms, tics and shakes, an 
uneasy feeling, butterflies in the 
stomach and loss of sleep. 

“It is not all bad,” Spier said, ‘‘it 
means your body is telling you things 
you should know. The trick is in the 
way you handle it. You need to look 
at your lifestyle to see if you have a 
balanced life for good mental and 
physical health.” 

What can you do to relieve the 
problem? 

e You can scream, fight or run to 
relieve the tension. 


your feelings. 

e You can be aware of your body 
and emotions — relax, take a deep 
breath — shake off some of the 
tension and assist your body to return 
to its ‘normal balanced state.” 

Spier also said, “People - who 
exercise feel less stress. Some 
psychiatrists use running for patients 
to deal with stress. If you feel that 
your level of stress is such that it is a 
discomfort, a doctor is a good idea.” 

Where can you go for help? 

You could go to any of the Hartnell 
counselors. They are all aware of 
stress reduction release methods. 

You could attend the upcoming 
short course — “Stress Management” 
beginning Feb. 7.

Progress of blacks honored in February 


_. Black History Month will be observed in 
February on both a national and local scale. During 
the month schools, churches, clubs, newspapers, 
television and radio will be telling the part black 
people have played in American history. 

Carter G. Woodson, known as “the father of 
Black History”, worked in 1915 to launch the 
organized study of Black history. In 1926 he 
established the Association for the Study of Afro- 
American Life and History to promote African and 
Afro-American history and Black History Week. 

in 1974, President Gerald R. Ford extended the 
Week to Black History Month. Black History Week 
is still celebrated and falls during the second week 
of February around Abraham Lincoln’s and 
Frederick Douglas’ birthdays. Douglas was a Civil 
War statesman and orator who worked for the 
Negro causes. 

Fred Anderson, Hartnell media specialist and 
librarian, said, “Black History Month isolates a 
particular time in the year for people to think 
about the contributions of blacks to American 
history and culture. But we want people to be 
mindful of this throughout the entire year.” 

This year’s celebration will not be as extensive as 
last year’s. Walter Ryce, president of the United 
Black Students, said, “It’s lot of work and trouble. 
People sometimes are not perceptive as to what 
this month means to blacks and this’ makes it 
difficult sometimes to get community support and 
facilities.” 

Ryce continued, ‘This year we hope to put the 
emphasis on the quality of celebration programs, 
not the quanitity, which we did Jast year.” 


Ryce hopes to have a gospel festival involving | 


black children. He is also trying to get a major 
black speaker to come to Hartnell in February. 
“Instead of celebrating just black culture this 
month, Id like to make it a multi-cultural 
experjence with Indians and whites and Mexicans

“1! believe blacks are moving out towards 
different cultures; they are trying to touch bases in 
other cultures — for example, Andrew Young and 
Jesse Jackson and their efforts in the third world 
countries. The 1980’s are going to bring a greater 
sense of appreciation for blacks in the community 
and the country.” 

Anderson is grateful for the administration’s 
support and sensitivity to requests. ‘There is 
always an open door and people talking and

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working together will solve problems.” 

The conservative shift in America disturbs 
Anderson. “This ‘moral majority’ thinks it knows 
best what should happen to America and this 
affects committments.”” He is worried that concern 
for minorities may be de-emphasized but hopes 
that the new conservatives keep the domestic 
concerns of black people in mind.
